Later 
we received our certificates signed 
by tfie Captain, our Ambassador and 
King Neptune with the ship’s seal to 
show we had been across. 
We were 
twelve day s under way between here 
and Chile— laid over one day in a 
harbor on the coast of Chile with a 
Chinese settlement on the hills— just 
to kill time.

Washington, July 26.— President 
Wilson today in a personal statement 
addressed to his fellow country men, 
denouncing mob spirit and mob ac­ 
tion, called upon the nation to show 
the world that while it fights for 
democracy on foreign fields it is not 
destroy ing democracy at home. 
The president referred not alone 
to mob action against those suspected 
of being enemy aliens or enemy sy m­ 
pathizers; he denounced most em ­ 
phatically mob action of all sorts, es­ 
pecially ly nchings, and while he did 
not refer specifically to ly nchings of 
negroes in the South, it is known that 
he included them in his characteriza­ 
tion of mob spirit as “a blow at the 
heart of ordered law* and humane 
justice.” 
It is known th a t the ly nchings of 
negroes as well as attacks upon those 
suspected of being enemies or sy m­ 
pathizers have been used by the Ger­ 
man propaganda throughout Central 
and South America as well as in E u­ 
rope, to contend th at the pretensions 
of the United States as a champion 
of democracy are a sham.

Villemontoire, a town a little more than 5 miles south 
of Soissons, has been taken by the French and Americans 
while further to the south the allies have captured Oulchy - 
Le-Chateau and have swept on to the eastward of that 
town. 
Between the Ourcq and the Marne the Americans are 
pressing hard against the enemy line and have cleared the 
south half of La Fere forest, which brings them up to 
about 4 miles directly south of the vital town of Fere En 
Tardenois, on the center road leading back out of the 
arne salient and through which the German forces along 
the southwest sector of the line must retreat. 


Ris forest, further to the southeast toward the Marne, 
is also being emptied of the Germans. 
The capture of Villemontoire and Oulchy -Le-Chateau 
seems to show that General Mangin, while keeping up the 
pressure all along the line, is able to concentrate large 
forces at vital points, the loss of which are a menace to 
the Germans. 


Villamontoire is on the Chateau Thierry road, to the 
south of Buzancy , which has been unofficially reported as 
having been taken by the allies. Its capture marks a new 
step in the process of closing the mouth of the bag in which 
the Germans are struggling. 
The fall of Oulchy -Le-Chateau takes from the Ger­ 
mans the pivot on which their retirement further south 
has been swinging. It is a severe loss to the enemy and 
was sternly defended. 
The French official statement say s that the allies have 
advanced to the east of this town, which brings them to 
the vicinity of Hill 150, a dominating height in that region 
which would give the allies an observation point over long 
reaches of the Ourcq valley .

Nutritious Oil and Palatable Butter 


Derived From the Humble “ Goob­ 
er,” Beloved of Childhood. 


The peanut Isn't a nut at all, but 
n member of th** pea. bean and clover 
fam ily. 
It Is n legume nn»l gather* 
nitrogen from lhe nlr. 
Peanuts d<» no! 
grow from roots, but on shoots which 
grow out from the plant above ground 
bear a little sterile yellow* blossom find 
then shoot directly into the ground 
when« they “ peg,” that is, where pea 
nuts begin to grow on them. Tho i»»*n 
nuts are pulled from the vines ot* roots, 
and the roots nr** then plowed buck 
Into the ground to allow the nitrogen 
to feed the soil. 
The peanuts are then 
taken to peanut factories. 
In th<*se 
buildings the peanuts are cleaned and 
ported. 
The largest are saved find put 
through a nimbler, which polishes lhe 
sh»*lks. 
These are sold In th»* slndls. 
Other first grades are shell»«! and sold 
for salting; and one big packing com 
puny buys only first grades for peanui 
butter.

Lo cal units of the W oman’s Committee, of which there are 1.900 in 


Illino is, will establish headqu arters in schools, libraries, or other conven­ 


ient buildings in their commu nities, and will be u rged by the Woman's 


Co mmittee o f the State Cou ncil of Defense to have present a woman physi­ 


cian. teacher, nu rse and welfare worker, if possible, to answer qu estions 


and ex plain the work which will be requ ired of the volu nteers. 


Registratio n cards and literatu re received from the W om an’s Commit­ 


tee in W ashingto n is being forwarded this week to all local u nits from the 


sta te headquarters in Chicago by Mrs. Frederick A. Dow, vice-chairman of 


the W o m an’s Committee of the State Cou ncil of Defense. 


The y o ung wo men o f the state who are u rged to register for service in 


the Student Nu rses’ Reserve, mu st hold themselves in readiness u ntil April 


1, 19 19 , to go into training in civilian and army hospitals.

Many of the nosp tals have offered to give advanced standing of from 


six months to a year to you ^g women who are college gradu ates, and who 


hav e had su fficient scientific training. 
The cou rse normally takes three 


years, never less than 'wo. 


Stu dent nu rse 
rec <ve board, lodg ng and tu ition free at practically 


every training school, of which there are 1,579 in the cou ntry, and in most 


cases they receive a small remu neration to cover books and cost of u ni­ 


forms. 
Nobody will be assigned to any school whose conditions of training 


are not approved by the State Board of Examiners. 


The need for a reserve of stu dent nu rses is imperative on accou nt of 


the large nu mber of trained women who have been called to service abroad,

Stu dent nu rses cau take charge of all cases of minor illness, re­ 


lieving trained women for severe cases and for su pervision.

Allies Still Making Prog ress.

W hile without inform ation as to casualties in the 
present battle, Secretary Baker said that the percentage 
of men killed in previous fighting was rem arkably low. 
f igures show that the death rate in battle is 8 per thous­ 
and, while there is exactly the same proportion of deaths 
from disease among the expeditionary forces. 
O fficials said this was undoubtedly the lowest death 
rate among troops in the history of the world. Inquired 
as to the losses by the Germans killed in battle since the 
last offensive started, General M arch said he had no in­ 
format ion, adding that the Am erican forces were too busy 
pressing forward to estimate the German dead.
